The qualifications of Governors, Sub- 


ſcribers, and Contributors, their 
rights, privileges, and power of 
recommending patients, 


That every Gentleman, or Lady, ſub- 
ſcribing thirty guineas at one time, or 
three guineas annually, be entitled to re- 
commend two lying- in women, and three 
ſick and lame in- patients yearly, beſides 
any number of out- patients. 

That every Subſcriber of fifty pounds 
at one time, or five guineas annually, be 
entitled to recommend five lying- in wo- 
men, and five fick and lame in-patients 
yearly, beſides any number of out-pati- 
Ents. 

That every Subſcriber of one hundred 
pounds at one time, or ten guineas an- 
nually, be entitled to recommend any 
number of lying-in women, and ny 
number of ſick and lame, in or out- pa- 
tients, yearly. 


That every Subſcriber limited in the 
number of lying-in patients, may, in- 
ſtead of each lying-in patient, recom-

mend two fick and lame in- patients; but 
that no Subſcriber, except the Preſident, 
ſhall have more than one in- patient of 


any kind in the houſe, or on the books at 
the ſame time. 


That every Subſcriber may ſend an out- 
patient between the board days, with a 
note to the Apothecary or Houſe Surgeon, 
for ſuch medicines or dreſſings, as the 
patient may want till next board day; and 
every Patient ſo recommended, mult at- 
tend between the hours of ten and twelve 
in the morning. 


That every Subſcriber of three guineas, 
or any ſum under thirty guineas, annual- 
ly, ſhall be a Governor of this Hoſpital ; 
and that every Subſcriber of thirty 


guincas or upwards at one time, ſhall 
be a Governor for life. 

That every Subſcriber of one guinea, 
or any ſum leſs than three guineas annu- 
ally, may recommend one ſick and lame 
in-patient, and three out- patients yearly; 
and that thoſe who have been Subſcribers 
to this Hoipital before che 11th of No-

vember, 1746, ſhall be entitled, by con- 


tinuing their ſubſcriptions, to every pri- 
vilege of a Governor, except that, of re- 
commending more patients than other 
Subſcribers under three guineas. 

That every Governor recommending a 
lying- in patient, may give a freſh let- 
ter, if the Patient neglects to attend with- 


in two Months after her being accepted by 
a Weekly Board. 


That all perſons made honorary Go- Honorary

and privileges, as other Governors before 
mentioned ; according to the number of 
aſteriſks prefixed to their names. 


That the conſideration of making ho- 
norary Governors, be always referred to 
a Quarterly General Court. 


That the annual ſubſcriptions be paid 
in advance for the current year, within 
twelve Months after they become due ; 
and that every Subſcriber in arrear, be not 
entitled to recommend any patient, nor 
to any privilege as a Governor, till his, 


or her ſubſcription be paid. 


That 
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That the Preſident, Vice Preſidents; 
and every Governor, beſides the power of 
recommending patients as before limited ; 
have likewiſe a right to attend every Ge- 
neral Court, Weekly Board, or Commit- 
tee; and to debate and vote on any queſ- 
tion, and at every election. 

That no Governer ſhall vote on any 
point wherein he is perſonally intereſted 
or concerned. 

That every new Governor have a right, 
on paying his ſubſcription, to recom- 
mend patients, to attend all meetings of 
the Governors, and to debate on all queſti- 
ons; but not to vote on any queſtion, or at 
any election, untill eight and twenty days 
after ſuch ſubſcription is paid in: never- 
theleſs, every perpetual Governor ſhalt 
be entitled excluſively to all rights and 
privileges of other Governors, immedi- 


ately on payment of his benefaction. 
That Ladies, Governors or Subſcribers, 


may at any time viſit the lying-in 


wards, and their viſitation will be eſ⸗ 
teemed a favor done to the Charity.

That every Lady, being a Governor, 
ſhall have a right of voting on all elections 
by proxy; provided ſuch proxy be a Go- 
vernor of this Charity, and that he deliver 
the Lady's vote in writing. A letter or 
note dated and ſigned by the Lady her- 
ſelf, and directed to the Court on the day 
of election, will alſo be regarded as her 
vote for the perſon named therein.

That Special General Courts be called 
at any time between the Quarterly 
Courts, either by order of a Quarterly 
Court, or of a Weekly Board, at the de- 


mand of the Treaſurers, or any five of the

That all General Courts, and Weekly 
Boards, may appoint Committees, neceſ- 


ſary for carrying on the buſineſs. 


That the Preſident, Vice-Preſidents, 
and Treaſurers be appointed members of 


all Committees. 

That twelve Governors be appointed 
for a Weekly Board, to meet every Tueſ- 
day; and twenty for a medical Com- 
mittee, including the Phyſicians, Man- 
Midwife, and Surgeons of this Charity, to 
meet every Thurſday in each week. 

That each Committee meet at the Hoſ- 
pital, at eleven in the morning preciſely, 
or at any other convenient time ; and that 
they interfere not with each other, but 
that their proceedings be reported ſepa- 
rately to the next Quarterly Court. 

That the proceedings of all Special Ge- 
neral Courts, Weekly Boards, and Com- 
mittees be referred to a Quarterly General 
Court. 


That before the chair is taken at every 


General Court, and Weekly Board, the

That no perſon, except the Secretary, 
enter a minute, or write any thing in the 
minute books, without order of the 
Chairman preſiding at every meeting, le- 
gally conſtituted, during the ſetting of 
ſuch meeting.

That the Houſe Surgeon be recom- 
mended by the Medical Gentlemen, to be 
confirmed by approbation of a Weekly 
Board in that office, in which he is to con- 
tinue no longer than one year and a half.

That no woman recommended to the 
lying-in wards, be admitted without a 
certificate of her marriage, and proper 
evidence of the laſt place of her huſband's 
legal ſettlement ; and that a copy of the 
evidence be filed, and preſerved for the 
ſatisfaction of the pariſh, in which the 
Hoſpital is ſituated. 

That no child be admitted unleſs' a 
houſekeeper engages to take away ſuch 
child, when reported to be diſcharged. 
That the Apothecary, Houſe Surgeon, 
Secretary, Matron, aftiſtant Matron, and 
all other ſervants, ſhall, beſides their wa- 
ges, be provided with lodging, waſhing, 
and board, as regulated under the title of 
diet, 1 
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out, they report the ſame to the Matron.

That all patients dying, unleſs taken 
away by their friends, be buried at the 


expence of the Charity; but, if patients 


brought by any pariſh ſhould die on the 
day of admiſſion, or ſoon after, application 
be made to the pariſh to bury them.

That a poor's box be provided with two 
keys, to be lodged with the Treaſurers;

That no ſervant be hired on terms of a 
month's wages, or a month's warning; 
and, that gratuities be given to ſervants, 
who may be thought by a General Court 
or Weekly Board to have deſerved them. 

That the ſervants have inventories de- 
livered of ſuch things as may be commit- 
ted to them, and that they be anſwerable 
for furniture, .utenfils and neceſſaries, in 
their reſpective departments; and that 
when any thing is broken, ſpoiled, or worn

That no viſitors be admitted into the 
wards, kitchen, or laundry, on Sundays, 
to the ſervants or nurſes, without leave of 
the Apothecary, Secretary or Matron ;

that every ſervant may be acquainted 
therewith. 


That all ſervants be 3 to ſift the Rules re- "| 


cinders of the particular wards and apart- 
ments they have the care of. 

That the laws, rules, and orders, reſpec- 
ting the conduct and behavionr of the in- 
ferior officers and ſervants, be read to 
them by the Secretary on their admiſſion. 


That the laws, rules, and orders, re- 
ſpecting the inferior officers, ſervants, and 


patients, be fixt up in their ſeveral wards 
and apartments. 
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That no officer, ſervant, or patient dif- 
charged for miſconduct or ill behaviour, 


be ever re- admitted. 

That the officers and ſervants, do dine 
at half after two every day, and ſup at 
eight in the winter, and nine in the ſum- 
mer. 

That a table of the diet, and quantities 


daily a! lowed to the reſpective patients, be 
fixt up in every ward, and that patients 
on low diet, be always ſerved firſt, 

That no officer, ſervant, or other per- 
ſon belonging to this Hoſpital, ſhall on 
any pretence, directly, or indirectly, take 
a fee, reward, or gratuity, from any per- 
ſon whatever, on pain of immediate 
expulſion ; and that this order be fixt up 
in the moſt conſpicuous part of every 
ward. 

That General Courts alone, be inveſted 
with the power of making laws for the 
Hoſpital,

QUARTERLY GENERAL COURTS. 


That the meeting of all Quarterly Ge- 
neral Courts, be at eleven in the morning; 
and that in caſes of an election, ſuch 
Courts do conſiſt of fifteen Governors, and 
not leſs : but, on all other occaſions, if 
fifteen Governors ſhall not be preſent at 
twelve o'Clock, nine ſhall be ſufficient to 
act. 

That, in ſome one, or more of the public 
papers, notice be given of ſuch Quarterly 
Court, by order of a Weekly Board, ten 
days at leaſt before the day of meeting ; 
and that the Secretary, do ſend ſummonſes 
to every Governor ſix days at leaſt before 
the holding ſuch Court ; and that the fol- 
Jowing N. B. be added to the ſummons. 

N. B. The Court will proceed to buſi- 
neſs exactly at twelve o Clock. 

That at every Quarterly General Court, 
the minutes of the preceding Quarterly 
Court be firſt read; and if approved, con- 
firmed: but, if any part of them be diſ- 


approved by the majority of Governors 
preſent,

preſent, it ſhall be altered as the Quarterly 
Court ſhall think proper. 

Secondly, That the minutes of all 
Weekly Boards from the preceding Quar- 
terly Court, be read and determined in

That the Quarterly General Court, 
after the buſineſs is regularly finiſhed, may 
proceed to any new matter referred to

ſhall have had notice in their ſummonſes;

determined upon: But that no new matter 
be attended to, till the common buſineſs 
is finiſhed. 

That no new matter be received but as 
a propoſal ; and if the majority of Gover- 
nors preſent, ſhould vote ſuch propoſal 
worthy of farther conſideration, it ſhall be 
minuted and referred to the ſubſequent 
Quarterly or Special General Court, called 
for that purpoſe.

That the buſineſs of every Special Ge- 
neral Court be expreſſed and delivered in 
Writing ; and ſuch Court being called by 
the Treaſurers, or any other five Gover- 
nors, the buſineſs to be figned by them, 
and entered in the minutes of a Weekly 
Board.

WEEKLY BOARDS. 


That at every Weekly Board, three 
Governors preſent, be ſufficient to conſti- 
tute a Board ; and that the Chairman be 
choſen by them, with preference to the 
perſons nominated for that Board. 

That at the hour of eleven, any one Go- 
vernor preſent, be at liberty to call for the 
recommendatory letters; that the Secre- 
tary may examine, whether they come

from Governors who have complied with 
the Laws of the Hoſpital: and if it ſnould 
appear, that any Governor ſigning a let- 
ter, has an in- patient at that time on the 
books; that the Secretary be ordered to 
inform ſuch Governor thereof, by a letter, 
ſpecifying the reaſon of his recommenda- 

tion not being attended to. 
That when the recommendatory letters 


are approved, they be given to the patients, 
to be delivered by them to the gentlemen 
of the faculty, who are to determine, 
whether the perſons recommended, are 
proper for in or out- patients. 

That while the Secretary is examining 
the letters, the Governor or Governors 
preſent, do proceed, to diſcharge all pati- 
ents reported fit for diſmiſſion. 

That when this buſineſs is finiſhed, the 
Governors preſent, do admit the in and 
out-patients recommended, with particu- 
lar attention to ſuch objects as appear to 
ſtand moſt in need of immediate relief. 

That no patient be deemed incurable 
and diſcharged as ſuch, without the con- 


E ſent 
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ſent and approbation of the majority of 
the medical gentlemen, 

That when the buſineſs of diſcharging. 
and admitting patients 1s finiſhed, the 
Weekly Board do order the minutes of 
the preceding Weekly Board to be read ; 
to confirm them, if approved; or to alter 
and amend as the majority of the Gover- 
nors preſent ſhall determine: but, if 
the number of Governors preſent, be not 
ſufficient to form a Weekly Board, then 
the lait mentioned buſineſs, as well as 
all other, not immediately neceſſary for 
the conduct of the Charity, be deferred 
till ſuch a board can be obtained, accord- 
ing to the laws of the Hoſpital. 

That the Governors at the Weekly 
Board, do inſpect, audit, ſettle, and ſign 
the weekly expences of the Secretary and 
Matron. Ei 

That, every week, they do appoint two 
Governors, or Subſcribers, who are not 
officers of the Houſe, to viſit the Hoſpital: 
whole reports are to be written in the 
books for that purpoſe, and ſigned by 


them.

That they have power to regulate the 
conduct of the Hoſpital, by any neceſſary 
rules and orders, conſiſtent with the ge-

That they do examine the conduct of 
the Houſe Surgeon, Apothecary, and pu- 
pils, and alſo the behaviour of the ſervants 
and patients ; and that for theſe purpoſes 
they appoint a viſitor, who ſhall make a 
report to the Board.
